President Eisenhowers decision to fly di.

Whatever the message 
he is bringing to the U.N., we are sure it will 
be based on the fundamental truth of our age 
that the vast destructive power of atomic and 


hydrogen weapons has made total war both im- 


practical and immoral as an instrument of na- 
tional policy.
